The project. for a chan-
nel tunnel uniting England and France,
is now coming into practicable shape.
Rothschild has put in his money; Mich-
ael Chevalier, the originator of the
Anglo-Frenc- h Commercial Treaty; has
given political influence; Leon Say is to
work the social aspect of the undertak-
ing; and LavaHey, who did all the diff-
icult work on the Suez Canal, has all his
plans ready for circumventing the worst
freaks of father Neptune. The total
cost is to be $30,000,000, equal to $1,000,- -
000 per mile for the distance traversed.
The preliminary shafts will cost $800,000,
which sum is now ready to begin with.
The line to be traversed by the tunnel
crosses the Channel from Westeneauger,
between Dover and Fa 'ketone, in Eng-
land, to Cape Grisnez, which lies mid-
way between Boulogne and Calais, in
in France. Here the two coasts are but
twenty miles apart, and the vast body
ot water is suddenly compressed from
the one hundred miles of its western.
breadth into this small space. Hence the
short sea voyage is always a rough
one, and as Calais and Boulogne have
each poor harbors, no large steamers
can be used. The engineers propose to
leave two hundred and fifty feet of solid
earth between the bed of the channel
and the roof of the tunnel, so that the
depth oi the lowest portion will be abou;
two thousand feet.. This heavy down-
ward grade will necessitate the con-

struction of approaches five miles long
on each side. It is remarkable that the
engineers do not ask for any government
grant or guarantee; and that they only
want a concession, for thirty years in.
stead of the ninety-nin-e usually given.
The carryinz out of this stupendous
work Will facilitate the intercourse be-
tween two wealthy countries, and it is a
comfort to see so stupendous an. enter-
prise based on coinmercial principles
and not on national subsidies.

How $6,892 Disappeared from Fountain
Square&

On Monday two Italians went into Mt.
M. Zanonets confectionery, at No 60

West Fifth street, and introduced them-
selves as Antonio Barraoi and Giovanni
Peretti.

After some conversation and funning
about some time, they informed Mr. Za-

none that they lived and did business in
Indianapolle, And that their relatives
there were very wealthy. They informed
Mr. Zanone that they had a large sum oi
money which they desired to convert
into small' bills. Tneir money was all of
the denomination of $100 bills, and they
would give Mr. Zanone one hundred dol.
lars on the thousand if lie would give
them small money that they could use to
adv antage.

Mr. Zanone having
ey

in smolt
bills concluded, after satisfying himself
that the money they exhibited was good,
to make the exchange, and acoordingly
obtained the amount in small bills at the
bank. They then told him that the most
of their money was in Iddianapolis, but
they could lock up his own and their
money in a trunk, and they would all go
to Indianapolis for more money. It was
all fair enough, they said.

The trunk would be left at the confec-
tionery, in his possession, and he, to
make them safe, could give them the
key. They would all go to Indianapolis
and return together to complete the
transaction. Unfortunately for Mr. Za-

none he consented to this arrangement.
On arriving at Indianapolis they left

him, with the understanding that they
were to meet at a certain point at a cer-
tain time.

The hour having arrived Mr. Zanone
repaired to the place, but the linen did
net appear, and a long waiting and care-
ful inquiry tended to ehow him 'bat the
whole etory was a fraud;
